REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board is able to review the work of the past 
year with more complacency than:is usual at this season. 
There have been no poor schools, no failures, no money 
thrown away, as is sometimes the case. Teachers have 
been earnest and conscientious in their work, and there 
has been very little to criticise or condemn. The board 
would thank them collectively and individually and com- 
mend them most heartily for their good work. 

We are pleased to note a more regular attendance than 
for some years past and hope the improvement in this 
direction may continue and increase. No one thing is more 
essential in maintaining the interest and consequent devel- 
opment of the child than being in school every day, when 
possible. 

The year now ended marks a new era in ourschool work. 
We have now a modern schoolhouse and are giving our 
older students opportunities which they have never before so 
fully enjoved. The very fact that there are thirty-four of our 
young people attending the high school, every one of them 
interested and working their very best, proud of their 
school, their teacher and themselves, is ample justification 
for all proper expense in erecting the house and maintain- 
ing the school. 

What its future shall be must depend largely on the 
support, financial and otherwise, which the people of the 
town shall give it. 

In dealing with the old and difficult problem of closing 
small schools and conveying scholars, the board has en- 
deavored to act in a spirit of fairness and to recognize the 


Bie, 


rights and privileges of all, and we ask from parents a 
generous coGperation and support. Economy must be con- 
sidered and concessions made, at times, by all parties. The 
state requires attendance at school, and it is not the in- 


_ tention of the board to make it a source of revenue to 


parents, but to equalize to some extent the school privilege 
by paying for actual time and expense. 

To maintain the schools the coming year on the pres- 
ent basis of thirty weeks, including the high school, will 
require at least $2,000, and we recommend the district to 
raise $400 in addition to the amount required by law. 
This may include money for repairs, as nothing calling for 
much expense is needed. 

In accordance with a vote of the district at the annual 
meeting in March, 1901, the school board have borrowed 
$1,500, on account of the new schoolhouse, the holders of 
the notes being as, follows:
